Life in The Camp-Fort Morgan, April 12th 1861 (Letter signed iligh 
Private ) ; Bees heres 

As soon as we could conveniently arrange our baggage we. were 
messed off in bodies of 6, and proceeded to press on the evening 
repast. iy mess consists of four besides myself, all followers of 
Coke, and you may well imagine that our supper was not as pala- 
table as an epicure would desire, I was pronounced ‘Chief Cook! 
by acclamation (bottle washers are not needed in our camp) and suc- 
ceeded admirably in making an excellent decoction from a few half 
ground half parched coffee gains, but being a novice in the culinary 
art made a complete failure with the fat bacon which constituted our 
night's rations, but with true soldier-like fortitude contented 
the inner man with coffee (bad) and some navy biscuit which from 
their adamantine quality are called by our facetious fellows sheet 
iron crackers... 

Fort organ is situated upon a point of a peninsula, which 
separates the bay of iiobile from the gulf of ltexico, known as Lobile 
point. The distance between the beaches of these bodies of water is 
about one mile, About half way is a slight ridge of sand with a 
few scrubby pines growing upon it. Under them the Captains of the 
several companies have their tents. On either side are arranged 
those of the respective companies, where the soldier with no cover- 
ing but a single blanket, lies down under his tent upon the warm 
dry sand and sleeps soundly until morning...There are no buildings 
upon the point except the hospital situated about half way between 
the gulf and by ~- Capt. Hardee's residence and the home of a fisher- 
man, who keeps us supplied with oysters and hard yarns,.. 

After drilling for 2 hours after breakfast we are dismissed until 

5 P.ilu. amusing ourselves by reading, writing, sometimes by fishing, 
but much time is spent in idle speculation about the probability of 
being attacked soon or ordered to Fort Pickens... 

Our company was enrolled in the service of the South the other 
day as soldiers of the confederacy. The general belief was that we 
were not to be transferred but remain as Alabama troops, and unless 
ordered in a short time to take Fort Pickens would be discharged. 

As it is we are doubtless in for it for 12 months..,Camp life agrees 
with me finely. The Confederacy is very thoughtful of our well-: 
being ~- discountenancing anything like luxuries. Our regimen © 
consists of 3/4 1b of bacon, small loaf of baker's bread, few navy 
(sheet iron) crackers, Under this we wax fat...Our company have at 
last received their uniform, It consists of heavy brogans, suf-~= 
ficiency of under-clothing, gray home~spun pants, and a blue yarn 
blouse more like a butcher's gown, (many a brass button) and glazed 
cap, giving us a very unique appearance, which combined with the 
pomegranate hue and the unshorn heard of our faces, reminds one 
forcibly of Peter Parley's representation of the early Britons... 

»s.besides the usual drill with muskets, we now receive in- 
structions in artillery practice, which is very interesting...\le 
have as yet practiced only with 32 pounders, of which there are 
about 75 mounted and ready for action...

This day personally appeared Aaron Woosley, a Revolu- 
tionary soldier before me Alfred M, Harris one of the Circuit Jud- 
ges of the State aforesaid for Circuit of in pursuance of an 
act of the last session of Congress providing a pension for poor 
and indigent revolutionary soldiers, deposeth & saith that he is 
about sixty five years of age from the best information he has of 
his age, that in the year 1776 or 1777 in October he enlisted in 
the regular service of the United States in Amelia County, State of 
Virginia, in a company of Infantry commanded by Captain James Harris 
and after he was attached to the company commanded by Capt. 
Wells and that he enlisted for three years and served the full time 
of his enlistment in the regiment commanded by Colonel Bluford and 
his ___ composed a part of the Virginia line of Continental troops 
commanded by General Wasaford. That after he enlisted and during 
the term of his services he was engaged in behalf of the United 
States against the common enemy in the battles of Brandywine and 
Germantown and lomusth Court house. 

That he served out faithfully and the full term of his 
enlistment and was discharged by Colo. 3luford at Middlebrook in 
Pennsylvania in the year 1779 or 1780 in the fall of the year, That 
this discharge he is now unable to produce having lost it by accident 
or through the lapse of time is destroyed. That about two months 
after he was discharged he again enlisted in the regular service 
of the United States in Amelia County, Virginia in the company of 
horsemen commanded by Capt. James Gun, which belonged to the First.’ 
Regiment of light horse commanded by Colonel White, which composed =. 
a part of the Virginia line commanded as this affiant believes, 
for a time, by Gen, Stephens who was the commander of the __ and 
afterwards, taken to the South under the command of Gen, Wayne and 
then commanded by Gen, Greene in the State of North Carolina, South 
Carolina and Georggia, That when he enlisted this second time he 
enlisted during the War and continued to serve faithfully against 
the common enemy in the South until the conclusion of peace in 1783, 
when he was regularly discharged by Colo, White in Charlestown in 
the State of South Carolina on the 5th day of July. That during the 
time he served in Georgia he received a severe wound in the shoulder 
by a sword, when in a skirmish with the British and Tories about 
five miles off shore Savannah, This affiant further states that he 
is in reduced circumstances and stands in need of assistance of 
his County and unless he receives the bounty Government, he will ere 
long he will be unable to procure even the common comforts and 
necessaries of life. He further states that he has never received 
a pension from the United States for any cause whatever, and he 
hereby renounces and releases his right and claim to all pensions 
from the United States except the one now requested for the services 
mentioned in these facts stated in this affidavit by any person now 
living within the limits of this State, nor does he know certainly 
of any person now living within the United States, by whom he could 
prove it. He is a citizen of the United States of America and 
resident of the County of Lincoln and the State of Tennessee.

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PROVIDENCE METHODIST EPISCOPAL CHURCH 
(Continued from last issue) 





During the years many changes were made in the Circuit. Provi- 
dence always remained on the Fayetteville Circuit, As time passed 
the Circuit became smaller, usually having four appointments, with 
Liberty at Lincoln being.a fifth Sunday appointment, with occasion- 
ally a Sunday afternoon appointment. 


Providence church stood in a small shady grove of sugar maples 

and oak trees, with a ground covering of blue grass. The place was 
properly cared for through the years by sons and grandsons of the 
founding fathers of the Methodist Society. 


The little church was a restful and peaceful place. From its 
organization, the Lincoln Society was served by the itinerant Circuit 
Rider. For its one hundred years Providence enjoyed this wonderful 
service. The Circuit Rider has been described as "a Christian whom 
no labor tired, no danger frightened in the discharge of his duty... 
aman of remarkable Christian influence." 


The emphasis of the church was always on Love Feasts, Revival ; 
Meetings, and Missions. The Circuit Rider was blessed with a good 
sense of values. He loved the doctrine of Free Grace, that of mak- 
ing the individual responsible for his owm salvation, This appealed 
to the Providence congregation, as it did to all the New World. The 
Circuit Rider rode his circuit in the face of cruel opposition, sick- 
ness, danger and discouragement. As a rule the possessions of the 
"Saddle Bags ian" were a horse, bridle, saddle, Bible, hymn book, 

a Methodist Discipline, a scant supply of books or reading matter and. 
an even lesser supply of clothing. He loved the Itinerant System, 
"No home however humble or remote was unacquainted with the circuit 
rider, to whom this land is forever debtor,- The rich, the poor, 

the black, the red, the white all were one in love and reverence 

for the circuit rider of early American Methodism," 


In the year 1844, because of the controversy between the North and 
the South over slavery, the plan of separation was adopted, The 
eth -odist Episcopal Church, South, was organized in Nay 1845, fol- 
lowing the General Conference which met in New York City. Ina 
quotation from the Congressional Kecord, April 7, 1866, the right 
of the colored members of the church was granted to organize a 
separate charge "wherever they prefer and their members justify." 


After the Civil War the Kegroes, who had hitherto been under the 
spiritual care of their masters, were granted separation of Churches 
by an act of Congress in 1866, Their Conference became known as the 
African Methodist Church, 


On the same land grant, about one mile east of the Providence 

Church, the Negroes built a good, substantial church house and. named 
the place Gethsemane. From the day it was built the congregation 
called their church "Gas-se-mane" and it is so called by white and 
black to this day. 


Around the turn of the 19th Century the last improvements were 
made in the furnishings of Providence Church,-:A much desired and 
greatly needed organ was . purchased with money obtained from 
box suppers, ice cream festivals, and small cash donations,

The Methodist doctrine was perhaps more effectivery commmicated 

to the congregation through the singing of the hymns, especiarly 
those of Charles Wesley, than through any other method. The singin 
‘of these meaningful hymns formed the very essence of the gospel of 
truth and were a part of the Christian experience. 


Soon after 1900 a carpet covering the floor of the pulpit, chancel, 
and the aisle centering the Church, completed the simple decora- 
tious of the old Methodist land-mark of Lincoln County. 


Providence was frequently referred to by visiting dignitaries as the 
Methodist"Mother Church" of the old _derusalem Conference in Lincoin 
County. The churches of Mulberry, Beech Grove and others of the 
Circuit were offsprings, according to records, of this church, 

Many of the patriarchs of Southern Methodism filled its pulpit and 

a complete history of the church would reveal many interesting bits 
of information interwoven with the history of Methodism in Tennessee. 


CHURCH SCHOOL 


From early times Providence was blessed with an active, well-attend- 
ed Church School, more frequently called Sunday School, This was an 
important part of the Providence congregation and the scattered com- 
munity. The school was conducted by the patriarchs of the new settle 
ment. Provision was made in the school for all ages, on the level 

of their understanding and ability to participate. It was felt that 
the home and the church were partners with the family working as a 
unit. 


The Church School was, indeed, a living influence in the congrega- 
tion, After the Civil War the returned veterans, who by that time 
occupied the coats of honor of the church, carried on the school, 
In later years the church program was under the direction of the 
younger generation, 


COMMUNION SERVICE 


The Lord's Supper or Communion Service was celebrated at each 
Quarterly Conference (Quarterly Meeting) and was conducted by the 
Presiding Elder, assisted by the Preacher-in-charge. Arranging the 
heavy walnut benches around the chancel and Lord's Table, by the men 
of the "Amen Corner", preparatory to taking the Sacrament, was 
always an impressive and sacred occasion. 


ALL DAY MEETINGS WITH DINNER ON THE GROUND 


During the summer, early fall and late spring, special occasions 
were observed by All Da Services, with dinner spread picnic style 
on the ground, under the church yard trees. The congregation gat- 
hered with the Pastor and other visiting members of congregations 
from surrounding neighborhoods, particudarly those of sister 
churches of the circuit. 


On the grass under the trees, the women of Providence congrega- 
tion spread their best linens and gerved their choice dishes with 
unsurpassed hospitality. Here the joy of Christian fellowship of 
the flock, their Pastor and visiting members abounded. 


On the last Sunday in April 1929, the congregation gathered to 
celebrate the Centennial of the old church which was puilt in the 
cane-brake among the Cherokees. Shortly after the early arrivals

had built a fire in the old iron stove, it was discovered that flames . 
had broken out in the building between the ceiling and the Voor, “has 
Those present were able to save only the furnishings, the building 
being a total loss. During the one hundred years of continuous 
service were men and women who were not lacking, who could and did 
direct the church in extending Christianity. 


SUMMER MEETINGS 


The summer Big Meeting was usually held each August, following the 
slack time for farmers, when crops were layed-by, It was often two |. 
weeks duration and the community looked forward to and prepared for, 
all year long, the Summer leetings. ; 


The meeting was held by visiting ministers who brought entire fam- 
lies with them and visited from family to family in the neighbor- 
hood, The meetings were always a time of great spiritual uplift 

for the church and community. Very frequently the entire communities 
participated, regardless of their church affiliations, 


APPOINTMENTS 


Much was written of its past in the Nashville papers where many of 
the old patriarchs lived and labored years after leaving this sec- 
tion of the country. 


Many outstanding preachers of the Old Jerusalem Conference served 
Providence, the Mother Church, Today, although the eroded ground is 
pare - no trees, no grass, only a covering of tangled brambly scrub 
growth. Nothing remains of the Old Providence ‘Methodist Episcopal 
Church save the living spirit of Free Grace, handed. down through the 
years by the good men and women pioneers, the circuit system and the 
intrepid Circuit Rider. ,

Following the fire, Mr. George J. Moyers assisted by his son-in-law, 
Mr. Byrd Douglas, and other neighbors. moved the unused school 
building just across the road from the church site onto the church 
grounds, This building was used for worship from that time until 
the early 1940's, when the Tennessee Conference saw fit to drop 

the Providence appointment. The congregation had in +the meantime 
been weakened by the removal of mmyof the founding families to 
other communities, and with the removal of the appointment the 
membership roll was transferred to the Mulberry Methodist Church, 


With this mOve, the acre of ground, originally given in 1828 by 
Andrew Buchanan to the Tennessee Conference, reverted to the 
Buchanan family, in accordance with the terms of the deed, The 
Buchanans sold the land, the proceeds being given to needy churches 
in the area.
